Meridian, 
Miss., March 3.—A de­ 
structive tornado visited Meridian at 
6:30 last evening, killing twenty-one 
white persons and over a hundred col­ 
ored people and damaging property 
to the extent of $1,500,000. 
There were also scores seriously in­ 
jured by being caught in the wreckage 
of houses. 
The tornado caught the 
ctty on the southwest and traveled to 
the northeast, expending Itself in two 
suburbs, where many negroes were 
killed and Injured, a whole tenement 
district being wiped out. 
Two 
large wholesale 
stores, 
one 
sm aller one, the principal hotel, the 
electric 
lighting plant 
and 
all 
the 
sm aller property betw*een the Mobile 
& Ohio railroad depot and the busi­ 
ness part of the city are badly dam­ 
aged. 
Twenty-one men were caught 
In a restaurant and several were kill­ 
ed. 
Two stories of the Y. M. C. A. 
building 
was 
w-recked 
and 
other 
buildings suffered in the upper stories. 
The negro tenement district in the 
north of the city was demolished and 
the debris caught fire, threatening a 
new* danger, but the local department, 
with the help of hundreds of citizens, 
overcam e this after a hard fight. They 
were assisted by the torrential rain 
following the tornado. 
The city was 
In darkness, all lights being down, and 
the search for the dead was attended 
with many difficulties. 
The know-n 
path of the storm was about 600 feet 
wide and one mile In length. 
During a heavy rainstorm at 6:30 
o’clocok a storm cloud developed in 
the south and moved on the city, strik­ 
ing Front street, the business center, 
with full force. 
The wind was prob­ 
ably 
blowing seventy-five 
milex 
an 
hour. 
The tornado passed aver in 
about two minutes, and during that 
period three or four whole squares 
w*ere devastated.

Gov. Hanly Calls Naeey Hanks Ltnoeln 
Memorial As*ociation Together. 
Indianapolis, Ind., 
March 
5T—Gov­ 
ernor Hanly will call the member* 
of the Nancy Hanks Lincoln Memori­ 
al association together here March 9 
to consider plans for keeping up the 
land on w*hich the tomb of the mother 
of the ex-president is located in Spen­ 
cer county. 
A few years ago twenty 
acres surrounding the grave were giv­ 
en to the Memorial association. 
The 
state made an appropriation for a 
monument, which was dedicated with 
elaborate cerem onies during Gover­ 
nor Durbin’s administration. 
The as­ 
sociation was to have been Incorporat­ 
ed and to have kept the grounds In 
good shape, 
but nothing has 
been 
clone. 
A few days ago it was reported 
that the Spencer county com m ission­ 
ers had decided to sue the commission 
for failing to maintain the grounds ac­ 
cording to agreement. 
The governor, 
by reason of his office, is ex-offlcio 
member and presid«*nt of the associa­ 
tion. 
He has looked up the records 
and has found that the association 
was never incorporated. 
Horace Mc­ 
Kay, its treasurer, has informed him 
that there Is $925 available for use of 
the association, and arrangements will 
be made to spend it improving and 
beautifying the grounds. 
It Is very 
likely that arrangements for regular 
care of the grounds will be made at 
once.
